The black 
crucifix, seen amidst its 
gloomy and deserted ruins, 
recalls the tragic story, and 
presents to the passer-by an 
impressive lesson on the 
dreadful effects of the dis- 
orders of the passions."

Britannia sits in 
shaded gloom, as expressive 
of that deep regret which 
overwhelmed the United 
Kingdom at the loss of so 
distinguished a character. 
In the other parts of the 
picture are seen the con- 
comitant events of his life, 
and the sons and daughters 
of the union preparing the 
mournful sable to his me- 
mory. The winged boys 
around his body are figura- 
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tive that the influence of 
his genius still exists. The 
sculptured part of this de- 
sign is best calculated to 
give the sepulchre its appro- 
priate character; it is a plain 
stone of considerable magni- 
tude, and of a double cube 
in form, without ornaments 
or inscription, except the 
honoured name of Nelson 
encircled with the Emblem 
of eternity. The supporters 
of this honoured stone, on 
the right, are a group of 
British seamen, as seen when 
opposed to the enemy in 
battle, inspired by the genius 
of Nelson, and ready to de- 
fend their country's cause; 
on the left, another group, 
composed of marines from 
the three nations which now 
form the United Kingdom, 
reflecting, and participating 
with their country, in the 
loss of so great a com- 
mander. Architecture, ever 
denoting civilization, has 
inscribed on its frieze the 
honours which Parliament 
decreed to the family of 
Nelson; over which is the 
tablet containing the number 
of battles he had been in, 
and terminated by his crest, 
surrounding which are the 
insignia of Victory and Vir- 
tue, and the spoils of the 
vanquished enemy, with the 
hulks of the San Josef and 
San Nicholas, which Nelson 
boarded and captured. The 
columns rising from the base, 
on which are prows of British 
men-of-war, are figurative of 
that glorious immortality 
which the general design of 
this sketch of a monument 
exhibits. The model for the 
monument, which is to be 
executed for perpetuating 
the memory of Lord Nelson, 
having been decided on by 
the Committee of Taste, 
Mr. West, after making this 
design, painted this picture, 
to accompany his other 
works on the subject of 
Lord Nelson's victories."

Britannia sits in 
shaded gloom, as expressive 
of that deep regret which 
overwhelmed the United 
Kingdom at the loss of so 
distinguished a character. 
In the other parts of the 
picture are seen the con- 
comitant events of his life, 
and the sons and daughters 
of the union preparing the 
mournful sable to his me- 
mory. The winged boys 
around his body are figiinir 
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tive that the influence of 
his genius still exists. The 
sculptured part of this de- 
sign is best calculated to 
give the sepulchre its appro- 
priate character; it is a plain 
stone of considerable magni- 
tude, and of a double cube 
in form, without ornaments 
or inscription, except the 
honoured name of Nelson 
encircled with the Emblem 
of eternity. The supporters 
of this honoured stone, on 
the right, are a group of 
British seamen, as seen when 
opposed to the enemy in 
battle, inspired by the genius 
of Nelson, and ready to de- 
fend their country's cause; 
on the left, another group, 
composed of marines from 
the three nations which now 
form the United Kingdom, 
reflecting, and participating 
with their country, in the 
loss of so great a com- 
mander. Architecture, ever 
denoting civilization, has 
inscribed on its frieze the 
honours which Parliament 
decreed to the family of 
Nelson; over which is the 
tablet containing the number 
of battles he had been in, 
and terminated by his crest, 
surrounding which are the 
insignia of Victory and Vir- 
tue, and the spoils of the 
vanquished enemy, with the 
hulks of the San Josef and 
San Nicholas, which Nelson 
boarded and captured. The 
columns rising from the base, 
on which are prows of British 
men-of-war, are figurative of 
that glorious immortality 
which the general design of 
this sketch of a monument 
exhibits. The model for the 
monument, which is to be 
executed for perpetuating 
the memory of Lord Nelson, 
having been decided on by 
the Committee of Taste, 
Mr. West, after making this 
design, painted this picture, 
to accompany his other 
works on the subject of 
Lord Nelson's victories."

In front of His Majesty 
the Duke of Hamilton, first 
peer of Scotland, in the plaid 
of the Earls of Arran, is pre- 
senting the keys of the palace 
of which he is hereditary 
keeper. On the right of the 
King is the Duke of Mon- 
trose, Lord Chamberlain, 
pointing towards the en- 
trance of the palace, where 
is stationed the Duke of 
Argyll, in his family tartan, 
as hereditary keeper of the 
household. Behind him is 
the crown of Robert the 
Bruce, supported by Sir 
Alexander Keith, hereditary 
knight marshal, attended by 
his esquires, with the sceptre 
and sword of state. Near 
him is carried the mace of 
the Exchequer, anciently the 
chancellor's mace, when 
Scotland was a separate king- 
dom. On the left of the 
picture, in the dress of the 
royal archers who served as 
the King's body guard, is 
the late Earl of Hopetoun: 
and close to him, in the 
character of historian or 
bard, is Sir Walter Scott. 
These are accompanied by 
a varied crowd, among whom 
are some females and child- 
ren, pressing forward with 
eagerness to see and to wel- 
come their Sovereign upon 
this joyous and memorable 
occasion.

ous assembly, including 
many of the clergy, when 
such was the influence of 
his doctrine, that the pro- 
vost, bailies, and inhabitants 
harmoniously agreed to set 
up the reformed worship in 
the town. The church was 
stripped of all images and 
pictures, and the monas- 
teries were pulled down. 

"Close to the pulpit on 
the right of Knox are Richard 
Ballenden, his amanuensis, 
with Christopher Goodman, 
his colleague; and, in black, 
the Knight Templar, Sir 
James Sandilands, in whose 
house at Calder the first 
Protestant sacrament was re- 
ceived. Beyond the latter, 
in the scholar's cap and 
gown, is that accomplished 
student of St. Andrews, the 
Admirable Crichton. Under 
the pulpit is Thomas Wood, 
the precentor, with his hour- 
glass; the schoolboy below 
is John Napier, Baron of Mer- 
chiston, inventor of the log- 
arithms; and further to the 
right is a child, which has 
been brought to be bap- 
tized when the discourse is 
over. 

" On the other side of the

above is an escutcheon to 
the memory of Cardinal 
Beaton."

At the other side of the 
picture, resting on the table, 
is the physician of Palos, 
Garcia Fernandez, who from 
scientific knowledge, ap- 
proved of the enterprise, and 
whose testimony has re- 
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corded this event. Behind 
him, with the telescope in 
his hand, is Martin Alonzo 
Pinzon, one of the most in- 
telligent sea-captains of his 
day, who, though tarnished 
in his fame by subsequent 
desertion, concurred in the 
practicability of his plans, 
assisted in the outfit of the 
expedition, and sailed with 
Columbus. With this sup- 
port in confirmation of his 
own judgment, the prior 
Juan Perez became the friend 
and benefactor of Columbus, 
received his son into the 
convent to be educated, and 
furnished to himself a recom- 
mendation to Fernando de 
Talavera, confessor to the 
Queen, which eventually ob- 
tained for him the assistance 
of the Court in his adventure, 
and to Spain the credit of 
his great discovery.

The Queen 
commenting upon this, 
Whittington replied that 
"he proposed to make the 
fuel still more costly," and 
presently taking a bundle of 
the King's own bonds, some 
for moneys lent him by the 
City Companies, and which 
Whittington had redeemed, 
and the remainder for loans 
from himself to the King, 
he threw them on the fire 
and destroyed them. The 
amount of these bonds is 
stated to have been ;;^6o, 000, 
which has been estimated as 
equal to over a million pre- 
sent value.
